Membranous croup and diph- 
theria are always one and the 
same disease. Every case of sore 
throat should be examened im- 
mediately by a physician, espec- 
ially if the person afflicted w r ith 
the sore throat is a child, and a 
swab should be taken from the 
throat for laboratory test. At the 
very first appearance of a dis- 
tinct white patch about the 
tonsils, the parent guardian of 
the child should immediately con- 
sent to the use of antitoxin, irre- 
spective of whether or not a lab- 
oratory report has been received. 
Diphtheria antitoxin given early 
in large doses is practically a sure 
cure and is attended w’ith no 
danger. 

Twelve hours of hesitation 
about the use of antitoxin may 
cost precious lives. The little 
ones should be given the benefit 
of every doubt. 

To prevent diphtheria children 
should avoid public drink ing cups 
and never take articles from oth- 
er children and put them in their 
mouths. Pipes for blowing bub- 
bles, pencils, candy and apples 
have been proved to be carriers 
of the disease.

Continental Hall Where Disarmament 
Conference Is Being Held Is 
Closely Guarded — Letters Re- 
ceived At State Department. 



Washington, Nov. 14. — An unusually 
heavy guard was thrown about Con- 
tinental Hall, where the first sesslot 
of the armament conference was held 
as a result of the receipt of a number 
of threatening letters by high officials 
of the State department. 

Increased precautions were also 
taken to protect the distinguished 
statesmen from all parts of the world 
who are here for the conference. 

Hall Guarded by Marines. 

All night long United States Marines 
walked their post about the S. A. It. 
hall, where the conference is being 
belli, and about the new navy build 
Ing where the officers of the various 
delegations are to he held. Tlir 
marines were stationed every twenty 
feet about the buildings and it wa<- 
lmpossihle for any person without 
very excellent credentials to even np 
pronch the building. 

Secret Service Men Busy. 

At the lintels and residences where 
the various delegations are residing, 
secret service men of the United 
States and foreign nations maintained 
a close guard. 

Every precaution has b“ *“ken t. 
pro\ ent any untoward Incident which 
might disturb the conference or the 
conferees. 

Officials chose to maintain silence ns 
to their motives In establishing the 
heavy guard but It was pointed out 
that within the past few weeks there 
have been several attempts upon the 
lives of American diplomatic agents 
ifnd it Is believed that fears a e held, 
that an elTnrt may he made to bring 
these demons) rations to the armament 
conference. 

Not “Crank Letters.” 

While an air of secrecy lins boon 
thrown about the missives, it was 
learned that they are of a highly dis- 
turbing character. They are not the 
ordinary “crank’’ letters which public 
men and prominent officials habitually 
receive, but are said to show consider- 
able education and Intelligence on the 
part of the authors. 

The purport of one letter was that 
the writer would attempt to “Injure 
and thereby Impress’’ the gathering of 
world statesmen here.

First Sale of Medloal Beverage Made 
In Wisconsin City — Ten Drug, 
gists Get Permits. 



Milwaukee, Nov. 14. — The firsf sale 
of medical beer was made Saturday 
In this city. Ten druggists were ap- 
proved os vendors of the medicinal 
Jbrew hy federal prohibition ehlefs, and 
the first shipment of beer was made 
hy a local brewery The fnct that pre- 
scriptions are nt a premium, due to the 
limit if 100 every ninety days placed 
hy the dry officials here, will not limit 
the output of the beverages, according 
to brewery officers.

War Growing More Cruel. 

It Is not alone that the world cannot 
readjust Itself and cast aside the ex- 
cess burdens without relief from the 
leaders of men. War has grown pro- 
gressively cruel and more destructive 
front the first recorded conflict to this 
pregnant day, and the reverse order 
would more become our boasted civiliz- 
ation. 

Gentlemen of the conference, the 
United States welcomes you with un- 
selfish hands. We harbor no fears ; we 
have no so.riid ends to serve ; we sus- 
pect no enemy ; we contemplate or ap- 
prehend no conquest. Content with 
what we have, we seek nothing which 
Is another's. We only wish to do with 
you that finer, nobler thing which no 
nation can do alone. 

L We wish to sit with you at the table 
of International understanding and 
good will. In good conscience, we an? 
eager to meet you frankly, and invite 
and offer co-operation. The world de- 
mands a sober contemplation of the 
existing order and the realization that 
there can he no cure without sacrifice, 
not by one of us, but by alt of us.

One field of Red Cross service alone, 
that of n.-ristir.g disabled veterans of 
the World War, entails expenditures 
$ t, 000,000 greater than the aggregate 
rect ipts of tlso Annual Roll Cull of 
1920, the American lied Cross an- 
nounces in a statement urging a wide- 
st, oa! increase in membership at the 
Annual Roil Call, November 11 to 24. 
At the present time National Head- 
quarters and tlie nation-wide chain of 
Chapters of the lied Cross is spend- 
ing approximately $10,000,000 annual- 
ly for the relief of disabled ex-service 
men and their families, while the ag- 
gregate receipts from lust year's Roll 
Call were approximately $0,000,000. 

It is In the 2.2S9 of the 3,000 Red 
Cross Chapters which still are helping 
solve tiie veteran’s problem of adjust- 
ing himself to a normal civilian status 
that tlie greater part of the cost of this 
service is borne. Of tiie total sum 
spent for veterans’ relief last year, 
National Headquarters expended a to- 
tal of more than $2,000,000, while the 
remaining disbursement of approxi- 
mately $7, 000, Oik) represents tlie con- 
tribution of Chapters in this country- 
wide effort to assist tlie Government 
In providing tlie aid sorely needed by 
these men and their families.

Washington, Nov. 14. — Secretary 
Hughes, in his opening address as 
chairman of the armament conference, 
presented American plans for naval 
limitation.

Recognizing tlie general belief that 
tlie Far East Is the new danger spot, 
America lias sought tlie co-operation of 
eight other powers with vital Interests 
in tip Orient tc attay tlie danger of a 
"next world war.” 

Tills Is generally regarded ns the 
greatest humanitarian crusade in tlie 
history of mankind. But It is also a 
practical scheme for material relief 
from the overwhelming burden of tuxa- 
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narroweu ireeuom, or uemea asinra- 
tlons, or ignored national necessities. 
Our republic would no more ask for 
these than It would give. No pride 
need be humbled, no nationality sub- 
merged, but I would have a mergence 
of minds committing nil of us to less 
preparation for war and more enjoy- 
ment of fortunate peace. 

The higher hopes come of the spirit 
of our coming together. It is but Just 
to recognize varying needs and pe- 
culiar positions. Nothing can lie ac- 
complished In disreganl of national ap- 
prehensions. Rather we should act to- 
gether to remove the causes of appre- 
hensions. Tills is not to be done in in- 
trigue. Greater assurance is found in 
tlie exchange of simple honesty and 
directness, among men resolved to ac- 
complish ns becomes leaders among 
nations, when civilization itself has 
come to Its crucial test. 

All Want Less Armament 

It is not to be challenged that gov- 
ernment falls when the excess of its 
cost robs the people of the way to 
happiness and tlie opportunity to 
achieve. If the finer sentiments were 
not urging, the cold, hard facts of ex- 
cessive costs nnd the eloquence of eco- 
nomics would urge us to reduce our 
armaments. If the concept of a better 
order does not appeal, then let ns 
ponder the burden and the blight of 
continued competition. 

It Is not to be denied that tlie world 
lias swung along throughout tiie ages 
without heeding this call from tlie 
kindlier hearts of men. Rut the same 
world never before was so traglrall) 
brought to realization of the utter fu- 
tility of passion’s sway when reason 
nud conscience und fellowship point a 
nobler way. 

I can speak officially only for the 
Uuited States. One hundred millions 
frankly want less if armament and 
none of war. Wholly free from guile, 
sure in our own minds that we harbor 
no unworthy designs, we accredit the 
world with the same good intent. So 
I welcome you, not alone in good will 
nnd high purpose, hut with high faith 
Service to All Mankind. 

We are met for a service to man- 
kind. In all simplicity, in nil honesty 
nnd all honor, there may he written 
here the avowals of n world conscience 
refined by the consuming fires if war, 
nnd made more sensitive by tlie anx 
ious aftermath. 1 hope for that under- 
standing which will emphasize the 
guarantees of peace, and for commit- 
ments to less burdens and a bettei 
order which will tranquilize tlie world 
In such an accomplishment there will 
lie added glory to your flags and ours, 
and the rejoicing of mankind wiii 
make tlie transcending music of ail 
succeeding time.

Text of Harding’s Address. 

President Harding delivered the fol- 
lowing address at tiie opening of the 
armament conference here: 

Mr. Secretary and Members of the 
Conference Ladies nnd Gentlemen: 

It is a great and happy privilege to 
bid tlie delegates to tills conference a 
cordial welcome to the capital of the 
United States of America. It Is not 
only n satisfaction to greet you lie- 
cause we were lately participants In a 
common cause. In which shared sac- 
rifices nnd sorrows nnd triumphs 
brought our nations more closely to- 
gether, but it is gratifying to address 
you ns the spokesman for nations 
whose convictions nnd attending ac- 
tions have much to do with tlie weal 
or woe of all mnnk'nd. 

Will Influence Human Progress. 

It is not possible to over appraise 
the importance of such n conference. 
It Is no unseemly boast, no disparage- 
ment of other nations which, though 
not represented, are held In lilghrst 
respect, to declare that the conclu- 
sions of tills body will have a si goal 
influence on all human progress — on 
tlie fortunes of the world. 

Here is a meeting, I can well _j- 
lieve, which is in earnest of the awak- 
ened conscience of twentieth-century 
civilization. It is not n convention of 
remorse, nor a session of sorrow. It 
Is not the conference of victors to de- 
fine terms of settlement. Nor Is It a 
council of nntions seeking to remake 
humankind. It is rather n coming to- 
gether. freaa all parts of the »a rth, to 
apply the lietter attributes of mankind 
to minimize the faults in our inter- 
national relationships. 

Call of War-Wearied World. 

Speaking ns official sponsor for the 
Invitation, I think I may say the call 
Is not of the United Stntes of America 
alone, it is rather the spoken word of 
n war-wearied world, struggling for 
restoration, hungering und thirsting 
for better relationship ; of humanity 
crying for relief and craving assurance 
of insling pence. 

It is easy to understand tills world- 
wina aspiration. Tlie glory of tri- 
umph, tlie rejoicing in achievement, 
tlie love of liberty, tt.3 devotion of 
country, the pangs of sorrow, the bur- 



Red Cross Trains 
147 Blind Vets 
In Useful Work 



Red Cross Gives 
$310,000 to Aid 
‘Clean-Up’ Drive 
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Training designed to fit them for the 
battle of life was taken by 147 blind- 
ed ex-service men at the Red Cross In- 
stitute for tlie Blind, near Baltimore, 
Md., during tlie fiscal yenr 1920-1921. 
according to tlie report of the Insti- 
tute for that period. 

Of this number, 19 have gone on to 
other institutions, in almost every 
case to institutions where those hav- 
ing sight are receiving advanced edu- 
cation. The blind ex-service men who 
have entered such institutions are pro- 
vided with special text-books In 
Braille, reading which they were 
taught at tlie Red Cross Institute. 

Twelve men have passed from the 
Institute to successfully carry on some 
occupation or business for which they 
were fitted by special training. A few 
have withdrawn from tlie Institute be- 
cause of poor physical condition, 14 are 
receiving further "training on tlie 
Job” and 87 are still in training. 



An appropriation of $310,000 for 
Red Cross work In connection with tlie 
“clean-up” campaign instituted by tlie 
Government to bring tlie claims of nil 
disabled service men who are entitled 
to Federal aid before tlie proper gov- 
ernment bureau for action, lias keen 
mnde by tlie American Red Cross. 
Tlie Executive Committee of the 
American Red Cross in making the 
appropriation authorized the appropri- 
ation of $39,000 of tills sum to tlie 
American Legion to defray the ex- 
pense of the Legion representatives 
assigned to tlie various districts of 
tlie Veterans Bureau. 

Tlie remainder of tlie appropriation 
was authorized for apportionment 
among tlie several Divisions of tlie 
Red Cross for carrying on Hint part 
of the “clean-up” work that fails di- 
rectly upon tlie Red Cross organization. 



Slo t vital to tiie man’s gaining full 
hem-fit from the Government's rare Is 
keeping his mind free from worry about 
his home. Keeping the veteran’s fam- 
ily from hardship of every kind nnd 
informing him of Its welfare is an 
other province of the Chapter.

Various relief projects of the Junior 
American Red Cross in European 
countries resulted in helping 237,000 
destitute children during tlie last fis- 
cnl year, according to tlie annual re- 
port of tlie American Red Cross for 
that period.
